lace and Easton decided to attempt to 
reach the caribou country. 
Before 
this the party had suffered greatly, 
owing to the scarcity of game, being 
on short rations for a considerable pe­ 
riod. Richards and Stevens gave Wal 
lace and Easton every ounce of food 
they could spare and suffered terrible 
privations themselves in reaching the 
coast. The mall boat brought no news 
of .’Irs. Hubbard’s expedition, which 
has not been heard of since it left the 
coast last June. 
Reliable authority 
along the coast expresses grave fear 
that both expeditions have perished 
the season having been unusually poor 
for game, while snow fell on the up­ 
lands early In August. It is altogether 
unlikely 
that 
the 
expeditions 
can 
reach the coast later in this season. 
If they fail to do so they must almost 
certainly perish.
